The Holy Prophet ales 4 «i! Ls states, 


“None of you believes until he loves me more 
than his parents, children and all people.” 


Then this ought to be kept in mind that the love 
of the Prophet ales ule «i! ls is not attained until 
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one wholeheartedly loves all the Noble 
Companions, the Pure Family and in fact 
everything connected to the Prophet +l i! 1, 
alwys, This is because the Lord of the Universe 
revealed Himself through His Beloved Prophet 
plury Ayle ai! lua and revealed the Prophet through 
his Great Companions as He stated, 


“He (Allah) is the One who sent His 
Messenger with guidance and the true religion 
so that it prevails over all religions and Allah 
is a sufficient witness. Muhammad is the 
Messenger of Allah and all of his Companions 
are harsh upon the disbelievers, merciful 
amongst one another.” [48:28—29] 


It is understood that the Prophet aes ale i) Lo 
is a guide towards Allah 5 and his 
Companions are a guide towards the Messenger. 
To know Allah one must recognise and believe 
the Messenger and to recognise and believe the 
Messenger one must believe his emigrants and 
helpers. This also ought to be kept in mind that 
denial of one Prophet is the denial of all the 
Prophets els s>.all age. Allah +5 states, 


“The people of ‘Ad belied all the Messengers.” 
[26:123] 


“The people of the Hijr (rocks) belied all the 
Messengers.” [15:80] 


“The people of Thamid belied all the 
Messengers.” [26:141] 


“The people of Noh belied ail the 
Messengers.” [26: 105] 


“The people of Lat belied all the Messengers.” 
[26:160] 


Observe how the people of ‘Ad, Thamid, 
Prophet Lit and Prophet Nah only denied their 
own one Messenger but Allah ls5 stated that 
they denied all the Prophets pruall y Sunall ee. It 
is understood that the denial of one Prophet is the 
denial of all the Messengers. Likewise the denial 
of one Prophetic Companion or one member of 
the Prophetic Family amounts to the denial of the 
entire Companions and Family ee© +! 5~2D. 


It is witnessed today that the heart which bears 
hatred only towards Amir Mu‘awiyah «© 4! ~~) 
has gradually ended up hating and speaking ill of 
all of the Pure Prophetic Family and Noble 
Prophetic Companions. The past and present is a 
fair witness to this. 


KHAWARIJ: 


These people were firstly loyal soldiers in the 
army of Hadrat ‘Ali Murtada «© 4) .~=) They 
would sacrifice their lives and wealth for his 
sake.

Amir Mu‘awiyah “© 43! 2) is the Companion of 
the Prophet ales ale «il bs and also his blood 
and in-law relation as we will learn later. 


Hence in this introduction some necessary 
matters regarding the Noble Prophetic 
Companions e+ “| ~~) and the Honourable 
Prophetic Family ae “| ~~») will be mentioned. 


Firstly these matters ought to be studied and then 
the actual book should be read to attain full 


benefit. 
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SAHABAH-E-KIRAM (NOBLE — 
PROPHETIC COMPANIONS) a#© 4) 2) 


(1) | Companions are those fortunate believers 
who, in the state of Iman and awareness, saw the 
Prophet ales le «0! at least once or attained 
his company and then also passed away upon 
Iman. Therefore Hadrat Ibrahim «© +! =), the 
pure and blessed baby son of the Prophet «i! .l« 
aly 4ule who passed away in infancy, is not a 
Companion because there is no awareness at the 
age in which he saw the Prophet ales ule at! bo, 
As for Hadrat “Abdullah ibn Umm-e-Maktiim 
aic ail 2), he is a blind Companion because 
even though he was elderly and due to blindness 
could not see the Prophet aly ize ail le 
however he was present in his blessed company. 
As for those people who became apostates after 
the blessed passing of the Prophet le «i! jlo 
ales, such as those who brought faith upon 
Musaylimah the Liar, they are not Companions 
because it is a condition for Sahabiyyat 
(Companionship) that one passes away with 
Iman. As for those people who became apostates 
and then became believers again, such as Hadrat 
Ash‘ath ibn Qays + 4) ~~») or those in the era 
of Hadrat Aba Bakr Siddiq *« 4) .2) who 
denied Zakat but then later repented, they are 
Companions according to the majority of 
scholars. [Mirgat and Ashi‘at-ul-Lam‘at] 


(2) Companionship is the highest rank in 


Islam. After Prophets, the Companion is the one 
with the highest rank. No Wali (friend of Allah 
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_j45), Qutb (pole), Abdal (substitute) or Ghawth 
(helper) can reach anywhere near the 
Companions and why should it not be so when 
the Companions attained the company of the 
Prophet es dulce abl lo? The full evidences for 
this will be explained shortly. 


(3) The total of Noble Companions 4) _.< 
agic is one hundred and twenty four thousand, i.e. 
equal to the number of Prophets a) 5 5.) gle. 
Then just like the Noble Prophets are of various 
ranks, likewise the Noble Companions are of 
various ranks. Allah .J+4 mentions regarding the 


Noble Prophets, 


“We favoured some of these Prophets above 
others. Amongst them are those who Allah 
spoke with and some were raised in ranks.” 


[2:254] 


In another place regarding the Companions He 
mentioned, 


“Those from amongst you who gave charity 
and did Jihad before the conquest of Makkah 
are not equal; they possess greater rank than 
those who gave charity after the conquest of 
Makkah and Allah has promised paradise to 
all of them.” [57:10] 


Then just like in all the angels four are the 


leaders and in all the Prophets four are of special 
rank, ic. Hadrat Misa au!) sul! ale, Hadrat 


Dawiid adull, sual! ale Hadrat ‘Isa seal! +l 
aul s and Hadrat Muhammad Mustafa +e «i! she 
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alu», likewise amongst all the Noble Companions 
four are of greatest honour, Le. the Rightly 
Guided Caliphs (Khulafa’-e-Rashidin) Hadrat 
Aba Bakr Siddig, Hadrat ‘Umar Farag, Hadrat 
‘Uthman Ghani and Hadrat *Ali Haydar-e-Karrar 
ac al yoy. Then the Ten Promised Paradise 
(‘Asharah Mubasharah), then those of Badr, then 
those of Uhud, then those who pledged the 
Bay‘at-ur-Ridwan, then those who pledged the 
Bay‘at-ul-‘Agabah, then those who were the 
early ones, i.e. those who prayed towards both 
Qiblahs and then those who accepted Im4n upon 
the day of the conquest of Makkah or after it.

(4) ‘The virtues of the Rightly Guided Caliphs 
are beyond numeration. Their names are close to 
Allah 53 and the Messenger of Allah +e au) lo 
als such that, «i! olan, the letters in «il Y! I] Y are 
twelve and likewise in 44) J 5) 2», Hadrat Aba 
Bakr as-Siddiq, Hadrat ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab, 
Hadrat ‘Uthman ibn ‘Affan and Hadrat ‘Ali ibn 
Abi Talib all contain twelve letters each. The 
Prophet ales le il be stated, id Gy lil) ok 
“From all eras my era is the best.” In 3.8, GU 
indicates to Siddiq, «!5 to ‘Umar, }s3 to ‘Uthman 
and «4 to ‘Alf. It is as though their era is the era 
of the Prophet ales Je il Glo Further the 
Prophet ales ale ai! JLo fived for sixty three 
years. Likewise these four Caliphs lived for sixty 
three years with the exception of Hadrat ‘Uthman 
44c ail is), 


(5) Within one hundred and twenty four 
thousand Prophets every Prophet is superior 


above the entire world and in this attribute of 
Prophethood they are all equal. However the 
special attributes of some Prophets have been 
mentioned in the Qur’dén or Hadith. Some 
Prophets have been mentioned by name only and 
the majority of them are not known to the world, 
not even by name, but belief in all of them is 
required. Disrespecting any one of them is 
disbelief. Likewise all the Companions are equal 
in the attribute of Companionship but the special 
attributes of some of them have been mentioned 
in the Qur’4n or Hadith. Some are only known by 
name and the majority of their blessed names are 
not even known. However in Companionship all 
of them are equal and honouring and respecting 
all of them is necessary. Disrespect towards any 
Companion is the cause of severe deprivation, 
upon which the Qur’an-e-Karim and authentic 
Hadiths bear testimony. 


(6) | No Companion is a Fasiq (wrongdoer) or 
Fajir (transgressor). All the Companions are 
pious and devout, i.e. firstly they do not commit 
wrongdoing and if they do then Allah 44 gives 
them the ability to repent and by presenting 
themselves in the court of the Messenger 40! be 
aluy aule they plead, “O Messenger of Allah! 
Purify me.” Companionship and wrongdoing 
cannot be combined. Just as Prophets are 
impeccable from wrongdoing, similarly all the 
Companions are protected and safeguarded from 
wrongdoing because the Qur’an-e-Karim bore 
testimony to the piety and asceticism of all of 
them and promised them all forgiveness and 
paradise. Allah 4% states, 
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“Allah decreed upon them the words of piety 
and they were more deserving and suitable for 


it.” [48:26] 


“Indeed those people who keep their voices 
lowered in the presence of the Messenger of 
Allah, they are those whose hearts Allih has 


tested for piety.” [49:3] 


“They are free from what people say and for 
them are forgiveness and an _ honourable 
sustenance.” [24:26] 


“And all the Companions have been promised 
paradise by Allah.” [4:95] 


“These Companions are truthful.” [49:15] 


“Allah is pleased with them and they are 
pleased with Him.” [5:119] 


“And Allah made disbelief, wrongdoing and 
disobedience hateful in your hearts.” [49:7] 


These attributes cannot be those of wrongdoers. 
Anyhow all the Prophets audi; sali agile are 
impeccable and all the Companions asic «il 3) 
are protected from wrongdoing. Rather Allah has 
placed such hate in their hearts towards 
wrongdoing just as we hate dirt and impurity. 


(7) Most historical reports are mistaken and 
inaccurate, History is recorded in accordance 
with the historian’s viewpoint. In these accounts 
there are many distortions of the Rawafid and 


Khawarij. Those historical reports which impute 
wrongdoing to any Companion are rejected 
because the Qur’an declares the C ompanions as 
just and pious. The Qur’an ts truthful and these 
historical narrations are false. It is easy Lo accept 
the mistake of the narrator but accepting the 
wrongdoing of a Companion is difficult because 
believing him as a wrongdoer necessitates 
belying the Qur’an-e-Karim. 


(8) By believing a Companion as a 
wrongdoer, neither is the Qur’an affirmed nor is 
any Hadith reliable. In other words the entire 
religion is destroyed because, regarding the 
Qur’an, the Merciful Lord states, 


“This Book; there is no doubt in it. It is 
guidance for the pious.” [2:2] 


Furthermore it is apparent that the Qur’an is pure 
from doubt and conjecture only when no doubt js 
cast upon Hadrat Jibril ey 20!) ale. He js 
trusted in such a manner that as he receives from 
Allah, without any alteration, he conveys to the 
Noble Prophet abs He 4) be, Then he in turn is 
absolutely truthful in such a way that, just as he 
receives the Qur’an from Hadrat Jibri] @>.<l! <ul 
aXJ!s, he conveys it to the Companions. Then all 
the Companions are upright, reliable, pious, 
honest and devout in that just as they receive the 
Qur’in from the Prophet aes le 4) be they 
convey it to the Ummah without any alteration or 
tampering. Hence just as it is necessary to affirm 
the truthfulness, purity and piety of Hadrat Jibril 
prey Dual! le and the Prophet ales ule ou) luo, 


it is similarly required to affirm the uprightness, 
reliability and trustworthiness of the 
Companions. This is because if they are 
wrongdoers and transgressors then the reliability 
of the Qur’dn ceases to remain as there is a doubt 
whether the Companions changed or tampered 


with the Qur'an. 


For instance if Amir Mu*awiyah «© 4 ~2)) was 
doubted as being a wrongdoer and transgressor, 
whereas he is a scribe of revelation, then a doubt 
arises as to whether he correctly recorded the 
Qur'an or not. Likewise whichever Companion is 
labeled a wrongdoer then that very Ayat of the 
Qur’an which was received through him becomes 
doubtful. In other words the authenticity of the 
Qur’an is dependent upon the Noble Companions 
being trustworthy, truthful, upright and reliable 


believers. 


Allah »4 did not reveal the Qur’4n-e-Karim in a 
book form like the Torat and Injil and the Prophet 
ales tule «tl bs did not collate it into book form 
either. Rather Qur’anic Ayats were left in a 
scattered state with the Noble Companions. Then 
Hadrat Siddiq-e-Akbar 4c 4) .) with the 
assistance of all the Noble Companions, collated 
it in such a way that all Muslims became 
compelled to accept the Noble Companions as 
being pious and devout believers due to the 
authenticity of the Qur'an. 


This is the state of the Qur’an. As for Hadith, it is 


apparent that the authenticity of all the Hadiths is 
dependent upon the truthfulness of the Noble 
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Companions because whatever Hadiths we heard, 
we have heard them by means of the Noble 
Companions. If they were wrongdoers then no 
Hadith is reliable because the word of g 
wrongdoer is unreliable. Thus how can one 
remain a Muslim after labeling the Companions 
wrongdoers? If the first rail carriage attached to 
the train engine is detached from the engine, then 
how will the remaining carriages remain safe? 
The Noble Companions are the first carriage of 
Islim, attached directly to the Noble Prophet ko 
aley dgle al, If their Iman is not correct then the 
Iman of no Muslim is correct up to the Day of 


Judgement. 


(9) The hearts of the Noble Companions were 
absolutely pure from hatred, envy and jealousy 
because the Qur’an-e-Karim_ thus — clarifies 
regarding them, 


“The Companions of the Messenger of Allih 
are harsh upon the disbelievers, merciful 


amongst one another.” [48:29] 


When Allah A is declaring their mercy 
amongst one another, then how can it be that they 
are enemies of one another? All the battles of the 
Noble Companions were for the sake of Allah 
3 and not for selfish desires. Some of them 
were upon a misunderstanding and some were 
upon absolute truth but those who made a 
mistake did so due to a qualified interpretation 
which is not Haram in Shari‘ah. The clear proof 
of this is found in the following matters: 


(a) Amir-ul-Mu’minin Hadrat *Ali Murtada 
ace il G2) defeated Hadrat *A’ishah Siddigah 
ic al ey In the Battle of Jamal and when the 
camel, upon which Hadrat *A*ishah was seated, 
was struck down she was not arrested. With the 
utmost honour and respect, like the reverence of 
an honourable mother, she was escorted back to 
Madinah Munawwarah. Neither was her wealth 
seized nor were any soldiers of her army 
subjected to any severity. When the Khawary 
objected to what they perceived as the capture 
and release of enemies, Hadrat ‘Ali © 4) ~~) 
responded, “Hadrat ‘A’ishah Siddigah, by the 
order of the Qur'an, is our mother. Allah $< 


states, 


“Forbidden upon you are your mothers.” 
[4:23] 


If one does not accept Hadrat ‘A’ishah as our 
mother then he is a disbeliever and if he knows 
she is our mother but considers it permissible to 
keep her like a slave woman then he is also a 
disbeliever.” [Sawai'q-ul-Muhrigah] 


If this battle was due to selfish desires and Amir- 
ul-Mu’minin Hadrat ‘Ali Murtada 5 «i! 25S 
aS! had hatred in his heart towards Hadrat 
‘A’ishah Siddigah ic «4! >) then at that time 
just one strike of the sword would prove it. Why 
was the sword not struck? How could it be struck 
when the battle was due to them all seeking truth 
and not selfish desires agic «il 2 »? 


(b) During the very era of the battle between 
Hadrat ‘Ali Murtadé and Amir Mu ‘awiyah 
Hadrat ‘Aqil ibn Abi Talib “i ai) 4) ie, the 
brother of Hadrat ‘Ali Murtada 4ic i) 3) met 
Amir Mu‘awiyah “ 43) 2) Amir Mu‘awiyah 
ic al! 2 ) gave the utmost honour and respect to 
him. He gifted him one hundred thousand 
dirhams and fixed an annual salary of one 
hundred thousand dirhams for him. During this 
period Hadrat ‘Aqil would say that the truth js 
with Hadrat “Alt. [Sawai‘q-ul-Muhrigah] If the 
battle was due to selfish desires then how come 
he was treated so well like this? 


(c) In the presence of Amir Mu‘awiyah 2) 
dic «il a poet recited some couplets in great praise 
of Hadrat ‘Ali “ie 44) .~25. Amir Mu‘awiyah .3) 
4ic «il enthused upon every couplet exclaiming, 
“Indeed ‘Ali is like this!” On the ending of the 
poem Amir Mu‘awiyah “ic il =) gifted the 
poet seven thousand Ashrafis (gold coins), 
Someone asked, “O Amir! When you are such a 
firm believer in Hadrat ‘Ali 4¢ 4! 2) then why 
are you fighting with him?” He replied that this 
battle is due to the blood of Hadrat “Uthman 4) 
dic aul i.e, not a religious conflict. 


(d) On one occasion Hadrat Imam Hasan @) 
4ic «i) met Amir Mu‘awiyah “+ «4! =) who 
stated, “Today I wish to give you such a gift that 
no one has ever gifted to anyone before” Upon 
saying this he gifted him four hundred thousand 
dirhams which Imam Hasan 4 44! ~4) accepted. 
[Kitab-un-Nahiyah] 
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This entire discussion is coming later, ail ob Gy). 
Read those Ayats of Qur'an Sharif and study 
these events. It will become certain that these 
battles were not due to selfish desires but were 


for the sake of Allah A. 


In the way of truth was their struggle and 
fortune! 

In the grip of the Shari‘ah were their reins! 
When it made them zealous they became 
zealous! 

When it made them calm they became calm! 


Therefore those historical reports and narrations 
which purport that their hearts had enmity 
towards one another, that they swore at one 
another or that their hearts were filled with 
hatred, then such history is false and such a 
narration and narrator is wrong because it 
opposes the Qur’an. The Qur’an states that they 
were merciful and kind to one another. In other 
words the Qur’an is true and all the narrations 
and historical reports contradicting it, which 
falsify the Qur’an, are entirely wrong. 


A Parable: 


Once a Sunni and Shi‘ah had a debate. The Sunni 
asked the Sht‘ah, “In your opinion are Hadrat 
Abii Bakr Siddig « «i! +) and Hadrat ‘Umar 
Fariq “© 1 2) currently undergoing 
punishment or reward?”

If Siddiq and Farag 4) 5 , 
logic are suffering grave punishment, we seek 
refuge in Allah 4 from thinking such, then it 
necessitates that the Blessed Green Dome of the 
Prophet eles se ul .be is filled with fire.

Upon 
this the Shi‘ah was compelled to silence, 


(10) It is extremely necessary and a great 
obligation that we do not give our personal 
opinions nor think ill of any of the Noble 
Companions ae “) with regard to the 
battles amongst them. One must know with 
certainty that all of them were truthful and 
devoutly pious. One who is compelled to speak 
on this matter out of necessity must understand 
that Amir-ul-Mu’minin Hadrat *Ali Murtada 
ac sul 2) was the Rightful Caliph of his time, 
All the Noble Companions who were against him 
were upon a misunderstanding and rebelled 
against him. Amongst them some became aware 
of their mistake and later became penitent such as 
Umm-ul-Mu’minin Hadrat ‘A’ishah Siddigah 
ic ail ye) and those with her. Some were 
unable to become aware of their mistake till the 
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h as Hadrat Amir Mu*awiyah + 4) ~ 5 
e who were with him. However their 
re due to misunderstanding.

Baghi (Rebel) is that group which opposes the 
Rightful Caliph due to some misunderstanding 
and not due to selfish desires. Khariji are those 
people who disobey the Caliph of the Muslims to 
spread tribulation and chaos. The rulings for both 
these groups are distinct. In relation to rebels the 


Qur’dn-e-Karim thus states, 


“And if two groups of Muslims fight one 
another, make peace between them. Then if 
one group rebels against another group, fight 
the rebels until they return to the command of 
Allah. Then if they return, make peace with 


them.” [49:9] 


In other words the rebels cannot be called 
wrongdoers or transgressors etc. They have been 
called believers by the Qur’an-e-Karim. 
Regarding Imam Hasan “© 4! 2), the Noble 
Prophet ees le tl be stated, “This son of 
mine is a Sayyid (master). Through him, Allah 
(j5 will reconcile two great factions of 
Muslims.” This is what happened because Imam 
Hasan “© 4) 2) made peace with Amir 
Mu‘awiyah + «3! .~2) thereby saving the blood 
of thousands of Muslims. 


Kharijis are irreligious, troublemaking — evil 
wrongdoers. Regarding those who would break

away from Hadrat ‘Ali ic ui w~22, the Noble 
Prophet ales se «i! Ls stated, “They will leave 
the religion like an arrow Passes its target,” 


There is a difference like that of earth and heaven 
between a rebel and a Khiariji which definitely 
ought to be kept in mind. The People of 
Nehrawan who opposed Hadrat ‘Aly 4cc ui! eile 
were Kharijis. Hadrat Amir Mu‘awiyah i! ‘git 
«¢ opposed Hadrat ‘Ali in the Battle of Siffin 
and Hadrat ‘A’ishah Siddiqah (ic ii apitiny 
opposed Hadrat ‘Alt in the Battle of Jamal. These 
two battles were due to 4 mistaken 
understanding. Then when Imam Hasan iil ghia 
4c reconciled with Amir Mu‘awiyah «ic aii ‘ght: 
afterwards Amir Mu‘awiyah © 4) 4) became 
the Rightful Amir-ul-Mu’minin (Commander of 
the Believers). This is the belief of Ahl-us- 


Sunnah Wa’l Jama‘ah. 


Anyhow whenever any of the Companions are 
mentioned it must be with goodness, bearing in 
mind their honour and respect. Moreover as the 
word “baghi (rebel)” has disrespectful 
connotations in our Urdu usage, thus it is not to 
be used for Hadrat Amir Mu'awiyah Ai ail ja) 
or his group or for any Companion. The reason 
being that in our usage traitors and enemies of a 
nation and its people are called baghi. With the 
change of usage the ruling also changes. 
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Qur’anic Ayats on the Excellence of the

There are many Qur’anic Ayats and Hadiths of 
the Prophet evs +2! «ti! ls on the excellence of 
the Noble Companions a+ iI >, These Ayats 
and Hadiths are of two types: 


(1) One type are those relating to a specific 
Companion, such as four Ayats on the Caliphate 
of Siddiq-e-Akbar and twelve Ayats on his 
excellence, four Ayats on the excellence of 
‘Umar Fart and fifteen Ayats of Sirah Dahr on 
the excellence of Hadrat ‘Ali Murtada, Hadrat 
Fatimah Zahra’, Imamayn Hasanayn Karimayn 
and Fidah asic «| .~2). Ayats of Sirah Ahzab are 
on the excellence of the Prophetic Wives. There 
are nineteen Ayats of Sirah Nar on the 
excellence, purity and chastity of Hadrat ‘A’ishah 
Siddiqah < «4! 55 and so on. If we had no 
concern for the length of this epistle then we 
would quote all these Ayats along with their 
commentary. Whoever has interest should study 
our Fehrist-ul-Qur’an. 


(2) The second type of Ayats and Hadiths are 
those regarding the virtues of the Noble 
Companions generally. There are many of these 
too. We shall briefly present some Ayats. 
Readers ought to look to the words of their Lord 
and reflect upon the manner in which our 
Generous Lord has declared the piety, purity, 
faith, reliability, trustworthiness, truthfulness. 
justice and so on of the Companions. He states,

(1) “Those from amongst you who gaye 
charity and did Jihad before the conquest of 
Makkah are not equal; they possess greatey 
rank than those who gave charity after the 
conquest of Makkah and Allah has promiseg 
paradise to all of them.” [57:10] 


(2) “They are harsh upon the disbelievers, 
merciful amongst one another. You will see 
them bowing and prostrating.” [48:29] 


(3) “Like a cultivation that sprouted its 
shoot, then strengthened it, then thickened 
and then stood firm upon its stem pleasing the 
farmer so that the disbelievers are enraged 
with them.” [48:29] 


In this Ayat Allah 3 mentioned the worship, 
bowing and prostration of the Noble Companions 
agic aul 2) and their merciful and kind nature 
towards one another. Along with this He gave the 
fatwa of disbelief upon those unfortunate ones 
who burn and hate any Companion. The Qur’an 
itself clearly gives a fatwa of disbelief upon the 
enemy of any Companion. One should take heed 


from this. 


(4) “Charity is for those poor emigrants 
who were expelled from their homes and their 
wealth, seeking the favour of Allah and His 
consent and assisting Allih and His 
Messenger. It is they who are the truthful.” 


[59:8] 


in this Ayat Allah 5 declared all the emigrant 
Companions (Muhajirin of Makkah) as truthful 


in faith and actions. 


(5) “And those who accepted this city as 
their home and accepted faith before them, 
befriend those who emigrated towards them 
and in their hearts do not find any need for 
what they have been given and they prefer the 
emigrants above themselves despite being in 
dire need themselves; and whoever is saved 
from the greed of his soul then he is 


successful.” [59:9] 


In this Ayat Allah 3 gave testimony to the 
faith, generosity, hospitality and success of all the 
helper Companions (Ansar of Madinah). 


(6) “And those who came after them say, 
‘Our Lord! Forgive us and our brothers who 
came before us and do not make our hearts 
bear hatred towards the believers. Our Lord! 
Indeed You are Compassionate, Merciful.’” 
[59:10] 


In this Ayat Allah 5 described that the 
recognition of Muslims, who are to come until 
Judgement Day, is that they make supplication 
for all the Companions and that their hearts are 
pure from any hatred towards the Companions. 
Hence there are three groups of Muslims — 
emigrant Companions, helper Companions and 
their truthful devotees who pray for their 
wellbeing. Now think which group do those

In this Ayat Allah 45 named all the emigrant 
and helper Companions and declared their true 
faith and acceptance in His court. 


(8) “Indeed those people who keep their 
voices lowered in the presence of the 
Messenger of Allah, they are those whose 
hearts Allidh has tested for piety; for them are 
forgiveness and a great reward.” [49:3] 


In this Ayat Allah Jj declared the piety, 
forgiveness and great reward for all the Prophetic 
Devotees, i.e. Noble Companions,

From this it is known that piety and purity ts 
necessary for all the Noble Companions just as 
light is for the sun and heat is for fire.

Objection I:

supplicated, “O Allah! They are my Family so 
purify them!” Hadrat Umm-e-Salamah 4 gna) 
lic, the Wife of the Messenger of Allah 4) .l. 
alus ule, requested to be included but the Prophet 
alas <ule ail be told her, “You are upon 
goodness.” Thus she was told to stay where she 
was. If the Pure Wives were from the Family she 
would have been taken under the blessed shawl. 


Answer:

Researched Answer: 


Opposing the Pure Prophetic Family is of three 
categories: 


(1) Firstly to burn with hatred because of 
them just because they are the Family of the 
Prophet eles asl stl be. This is disbelief because 
within this is burning with hatred towards the 
Prophet eb s sale at! she, 


(2) Secondly to be displeased with them due 
to a worldly reason. If selfish desires are within 
this then it is wrongdoing, otherwise not. Hadrat 
‘All Murtada #¢ 4) 6) and Hadrat Fatimah 
Zahra’ ic al 2) had disagreements in 
domestic matters many times. Hadrat ‘Ali 4 49) 
“ic slapped the blessed cheek of Imam Hasan 


ae a) gon on the day of the martyrdom of 
Hadrat ‘Uthmin asc ail 2), believing that he 
should have defended him better from the attack. 
On one occasion a severe disagreement occurred 
between Hadrat ‘Abbas «ic +! 2) and Hadrat 
‘Ali 4c 4) 2 which was resolved by Hadrat 
‘Umar “¢ 4! 42>. [Muslim Sharif] Hadrat 
‘Abbas “« 4! Gy spoke very harsh words 
towards Hadrat ‘Ali 4 44! .~2). Such differences 
occur daily and are not transgression or even 
wrongdoing. 


(3) Thirdly a disagreement with the Prophetic 
Family due to a misunderstanding is neither 
transgression nor wrongdoing. It is merely a 
misunderstanding. All the battles between these 
esteemed personalities were of this third 
category. Their souls were purified from hatred 
as we have explained with great detail in the first 
chapter. They battled one another but would also 


compliment and praise each other as well as 
exchange gifts.

Hadrat ‘Aly «a iho 
ase stated, “I bear witness that you are bound for 


hellfire. I heard the Prophet ales ate on 
saying, ‘The killer of Muhammad ibn Tathah 
is in hellfire.”” ‘Amr ibn Jurmiiz became angry 
and responded, “O ‘Ali! How can one trust yoy» 
If 1 fight against you | am hell bound and if | 
fight for you I am hell bound. After saying this 
he stabbed himself in the stomach with the same 
dagger he had used to martyr Hadrat Muhammad 
ibn Talhah “© <3! .~2>. He became a disbeliever 
and committed suicide. [Kitab-un-Nahiyah, p. 8] 


It should be known that Amir Mu‘awiyah a! gales 
aic was not the enemy of the Pure Prophetic 
Family or Hadrat ‘Alt “© 4) 55) but only 
disagreed with them. The difference between 
enmity and disagreement is akin to the difference 
between the earth and sky. An enemy has enmity 
on the basis of his opponent’s life, wealth, 
honour or religion right from the outset and 
wishes to destroy these things. However one who 
has a disagreement has a dif ference of opinion in 
a given matter. Even though it may lead to a 
conflict or battle, the basis of it Is only this 
difference of opinion. On a daily basis disputes 
arise amongst a father and son, husband and wile, 
brother and brother etc.

This 
li Sultan Aurangzeb, due to a disagreement, 
aprisoned his father Shah Jahan. Regardless of 
sais they were not enemies of one another. Rather 
they were father and son. The Qur’an-e-Karim 
has also differentiated between disagreement and 
enmity. Regarding Muslims who fight and battle 
one another it is stated, 


“All Muslims are brothers amongst one 
another so make peace with your brothers.” 
[49:10] 


Regarding enemies to one’s life or faith it is 
stated, 


“OQ people who believe! Some of your wives 
and some of your children are your enemies so 
save yourselves from them.” [64:14] 


Observe how regardless of fighting and battling, 
Muslims who are strangers to one another have 
been declared brothers whereas religious 
Opponents who are wives and children have been 
declared enemies and the order of protecting

These reports reached Amir Mu‘awiyah dl 2) 
aic in Syria. He sent a letter stating that the 
martyrdom of the Caliph of Muslims in Madinah 
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Munawwarah is an extremely important issue. He 
pleaded that firstly retaliation must be sought 
fom the killers. However due to some 
difficulties retaliation could not be sought. Then 
some people ill advised Amir Mu*awiyah 4) 2 
ac that Hadrat “Ali Murtadaé +c 4) 2) is 
deliberately neglecting the seeking of retaliation 
and that he had a hand in the killing.

All three of these objections are weak like a 
spider web.

The researched answer is that any tribe or Place 
being disliked does not mean that every single 
person from there is disliked.

Mukarramah but this did not mean thins 
disbelievers of Makkah such as Abii Jahl. Abi 
Lahab and others were also loved by him i) 1. 

Similarly the Prophet ales ate 4) <a 
loved Madinah Munawwarah but this dig not 
mean that he alu s ajle ail iglka even loved all ies 
hypocrites such as ‘Abdullah ibn Ubayy and 
others.

Dislike was mentioned regarding these three 
tribes due to some highly mischievous people 
being born from among them. Oppressors such as 
Mukhtar ibn “Ubayd and Hajjaj ibn Yisuf were 
among the Bani Thagif tribe. Apostates such as 
Musaylimah the Liar and his followers were 
among the Banta Hanifah tribe. Rejected 
wrongdoers, transgressors and oppressors such as 
Yazid the Impure and ‘Ubaydullah ibn Ziyad 
were among the Bani’ Umayyah tribe. The 
Prophet ales +e «i! ,Le mentioned these three 
tribes as being disliked due to these hated and 
rejected individuals being from them. This is 
supported by that Hadith of Tirmidhi Sharif

These thirty years were completed upon Imam 
Hasan “© «i! ~~»), Hadrat Abt Bakr Siddiq 25 
“ic «i! was the Caliph for approximately two 
years, Hadrat ‘Umar Fariig “© <4) =») for ten 
years, Hadrat “Uthman Ghani «© 4) .») for 
twelve years, Hadrat ‘Ali Murtada ie 44! 2 » for 
approximately six years and the remaining six 
months were completed by Imam Hasan 4! .~2) 
“ic. From this it is understood that Amir

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Answer: 


We have mentioned in the introduction that 
Caliphate is a term which is sometimes used for 
Rightly Guided Caliphate which is upon the Way 
of Prophethood or just Caliphate or Sultanate Or 
government. What this Hadith Sharif is denoting 
upon is the Rightly Guided Caliphate. It is the 
very belief of the entire Ahl-us-Sunnah Wa’] 
Jama‘ah that the Rightly Guided Caliphate was 
for a period of thirty years which ended upon 
Imam Hasan “© 4) Ge) and then Amir 
Mu‘awiyah “© <4! ~~) was the first Sultan of 
Islam. All Sultans of Islam will only be Sultans 
until Judgement Day. There will be no Rightly 
Guided Caliph. By the second meaning such an 
Islamic Sultan is a Caliph. As had been 
mentioned in the Hadith Sharif, “Islam will 
remain dominant until there have been twelve 
Caliphs.” [Muslim and Abi Dawid] Your 
objection would only apply if we included Amir 
Mu‘awiyah “© 4) 2) within the Rightly Guided 
Caliphs. Therefore — this objection is not 
applicable.

What answer can be given to this other than that 
of the Qur’an-e-Karim, “Then pray for the 
curse of Allah upon the liars.”

The Christians were false because they claimed 
that Hadrat ‘Isi pully sual! ale is the son of 
Allah A and that they have no need for 200d 
deeds because the crucifixion of Hadrat ‘Tsq ae 
aruull s sual! was the expiation for all of their bad 
deeds. The Jews also claimed that Hadrat 
‘Uzayr pully Dual! ale is the son of Allah phat 
only out of extreme love. Tell us then are they 
believers due to this false love? Definitely not. 


True love for the Prophetic Family is that the 
heart is sacrificed for them, to strive to follow 
them in their actions, to firmly establish Salah. to 
never leave the qualities of patience anq 
thankfulness, to make their footsteps a guide for 
oneself, to pray Nafl Salah on the Night of 
‘Ashiira’, to fast and give charity on its Day, to 
recite the Qur’an daily, to remain prepared for 
Jihad against the disbelievers, not to support 
unworthy leaders because Imam Husayn «i! 12 ) 
4ic did not support Yazid but sacrificed his head. 
not to bow before any tyrant ruler, to give one’s 
life if Islamic Law is attacked but not let any 
damage occur to Islam and not to worry during 
affliction. Anyhow to strive to live like they 
lived. This is true love for the Pure Prophetic 
Family, regardless of whether it is announced 


verbally. May Allah <= grant us this kind of 
love. 


On the other hand when there is no mention of 
Salah, no Islamic appearance, no clothing like 
that of a Muslim, no Islamic characteristics, only 
on the Day of ‘Ashiira’ there is beating of the 
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chest or head and bringing out a horse, doing 
Matam (Mourning), whipping of one’s chest with 
chains and then thinking that the bad deeds of a 
year have been expiated for and a ticket to 
paradise has been obtained. Dear friends, this is 
not true love for the Prophetic Family. This is the 
way of those who belong to Yazid. 


2) there 
was a sword not a chain. He did not beat his 
chest.

Ninth Instruction: 


Sahabiyyat (Companionship) is that rank which 
cannot be attained by any non-companion, the 
evidences for which have been mentioned. Then 
those fortunate personalities who are 
Companions and also the Family of the Prophet 
4 Azle «il le, then they are “light upon light” — 
such as the Pure Prophetic Wives and all the 
Blessed Prophetic Daughters. However those 
personalities who are among _ the Prophetic 
Companions but not from the Prophetic Family — 
such as the first three Caliphs and the emigrants 
and helpers in general, they will be higher in rank 
than those personalities who are from. the 
Prophetic Family but are not Prophetic 
Companions — such as those Prophetic Sons who 
passed away in infancy. This is _ because 
Companionship is a greatly immense blessing. 
The reason for mentioning this point is that 
nowadays some people wrongly assert that the 
Prophetic Family are not Prophetic Companions 
and that no Prophetic Companion is among the 
Prophetic Family. They think that Prophetic 
Companion is a term used for non-family 
members and that those who are from the 


Prophetic Family are not Prophetic Companions. 


Then they claim that Hadrat Abi Bakr Siddiq 

asc atl 2» is the most superior from all the 

Prophetic Companions only but not the Prophetic 

Family and this is wrong. Hadrat Abi Bakr 

Siddiq “= 41! ~2) is in fact the most superior of 
mankind after the Prophets pulls sul) agile, 

During his illness before his blessed passing, the 

Prophet elbis dle «il be made Hadrat Abii Bakr 
Siddiq “ie «i! .~2) lead Salah in his place and 
made him the Imam for all Muslims. This was 
not coincidental, rather he ales ule il iske stated, 
“Whenever Hadrat Abi Bakr Siddiq 4) 4) 
4ic¢ is among people, no one else even has the 
right to be the Imam.” It is apparent that the one 
who is most superior in knowledge and 
excellence is made the Imam among people. 
Allah 4 also declared Hadrat Abia Bakr 
Siddiq «ic «t! 2) as the possessor of excellence, 
“The men of excellence among you and 
wealthy.” [24:22] Here the Ayat mentions 
“among you” after “excellence” but it does not 
mention “among you” after “wealthy.”
